The reserve vule in n boaseboll playe
er's contract—a provision which empows
ers o elul to hold the gervicss of o plaver
for the ensiing year<has more than any
one thing been tho foundntlon of the sue-
vess of the National League.  About the
time the lengue woas organized contruct
Jumplng unid desertion of players wan one
of the evils which hnd wrecked the old
Nntlonal Association.

Colonel A, Go Mila, the lengue's third
presldent, with other baseball men, reil-
Inedl that gome lronelnd sule was neces-

ry to hold o pliyer to the team which
had him under contract, Colonel Mills
wrote i elvcylnr letter which woe algheqd
by Al Spalillng, callilng the players® at-
tentlon to the evil,

This lettor of Colonol Mills was thie frst
move toward the ressarve clause, The
campalgn for veform grow untll Colonel
Mills desw up tho fest nntlonnl agprec-
ment, which provided thot esch  elub
should “resecve eleven players' ot n sal-
ary of not less than $1000 for the ensuing
voear, players relensed from reservation
being  Incllgible (o contract withh any
other elub within dayn of thelr pes
leise

This  first document was  cullsd the
Tripartite Agrécment, being nn amaslga-
mi n of common Interdést hotween the
Nationnl League, the Ameriean  Asso-
clntlon and the Northwestern Longue.
The agrecment put o stop to the wide-
uprend evil of contrnet Jumping, [t placed
baugoball on o firm footing

War hns bean wagad ot difforent times
on the reserve rile, both by outlaw or-
panizations and by the courts, but it still
stiands as the bulwark of basoball, The
Nutlonnl League has fought for It stead-
fastly through thick and thin, and came
out vietorious with this rule In the re
cent war with the Federal Lengue,
